seemed  to  be  moving  in  a n-  f*  -fiorthwesterly  direction  at  a moderate  speed  and  an 
unknown  altitude.  He  estimated  object  (s)  at  an  angle  of  UO°  with  the  horizon • 

Later,  SOURCE  estimated  tlie  rHstance  between  himself  and  the  object  to  be  approxi- 
mately 5 miles,  placing  th<“  in  the  neighborhood  of  20,000  feet.  The  object 

seemed  neither  to  gain  or  i"-:?  altitude, 

SCTECE  rccalJ*  ' ' 4t,  no  form  or  definite  body  shape  vras  visible  at  ary 
time  during  the  sighting  cf  uFOB.  There  seemed  to  be  onVr  a configuration  of 
blinking  lights,  though  SOl’^'"-  aaburally  assumed  that  the  lights  were  associated  vrith 
a flying  object.

The  lights  o’rsvrve’i  Ty  SOURCE  and  his  wife,  who  saw  essentially  the  sane 
phenomenon  as  her  husband,  l-L-*.,kcd  on  successively  in  the  oepuence,  red  to  blue  to 
white,  at  intervals  of  approximately  5 seconds.  The  colored  lights  were  never  seen 
to  appear  slmultanefjusly*  At  times  the  lights  appeared  to  shoot  out  the  sides  of  the 
undiscernable  object. 

SOURCE  mentioned  that  there  Tiere  soma  aircraft  in  the  sky  throughout  the 
period  of  the  sit'hting  and  at  times  sounds  could  be  hoard  in  reneral  drroction  of  the 
blinlcing  lights,  but  in  his  opinion,  they  were  caiing  fron  aircraft  considerably 
beyond  the  UFOB*

The  Baltimore  Filter  Center  received  a call  from  Sf^iIRGE  at  09/02^2S 
informing  them  of  the  phenaienon.  SOURCE  tlien  returned  to  his  obHervofon  point 
outside  his  house  and  continued  observing  the  UF^^P,  reporting  again  to  the  Filter 
Center  as  it  altered  its  course  slightly  an<i  a third  tim''  at 
state  that  the  object  had  paie  cut  cf  sight.

Aircraft  were  in  the  sly  at  various  times  throughout  the  sighting, 
but  SCfURCE  felt  that  none  of  these  soiuids  could  be  associated  vjitf:  the  UFCB 
directly.

Occasionally  the  sound  would  seem  to  come  from  the  general  direction’  of  the  UFCB
